Sierra Madre rejected 
for ‘Main Street’ plan 


Those five cities chosen to become a part of 
the California Main Street program, in which Sierra 
Madre competed, include Benicia, El Segundo, 
Hollister, San Jacinto and Tracy. 

The program is designed to revitalize central 
areas of the communities with less than 50,000 
residents. Out of the 21 cities vying for the honor. 
Sierra Madre is one of the 10 finalists chosen 
out of which the five winners were picked. 

The new designations bring to 11 the number 
of California cities selected to serve as regional 
models for demonstrating techniques aimed at re¬ 
vitalization and historic preservation of downtown 
districts. 

The Main Street program, conducted by the 
California Department of Commerce in coopera¬ 
tion with the National Main Street Center, does 
not provide funding for designated cities. Civic and 
business leaders in each demonstration community 
receive technical assistance and training to help 
them develop workable techniques for breathing 
new life into a downtown area. An architect re¬ 
tained through the State Office of Historic Pre¬ 
servation also provides assistance indesign and re¬ 
habilitation. 

Other finalists besides Sierra Madre were 
Big Bear, Lodi, Roseville and Ukiah. Selected as 
demonstration cities the first year were Fort Bragg, 
Petaluma, Sonora, Portersille and Visa. 

Each demonstration city participates in the 
program for a period of three years. The state will 
select another five Main Street communities in 
1988.

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Scott Aviation awarded 
over ^13 miiiion in contracts 


Scott Aviation, Sierra Madre, A division of 
Figgie International and a leading developer and 
producer of life support equipment, was recently 
awarded six contracts totaling SI3.4 million. 

The largest of these is a U.S. Air Force 
contract valued at $7.9 million for 56,000 MCU- 
2/P Chemical Biological Mask Kits for use by 
Air Force and Navy ground personnel. This re¬ 
presents the company’s second production con¬ 
tract for MCU-2/P masks, production of which 
is planned for Scott Aviation’s California facilities. 

Next largest is a U.S. Army contract valued 
at $1.8 million for the initial production of over 
1000 M43 CBR Protective Masks and ancillary 
equipment, including portable filter blowers, win¬ 
terization kits and spare parts for use by attack 
helicopter aircrewmen.

This is the old 
traditional musical: lots 
of laughs, a little wit, 
lavish sets and costumes, 
singable music, great 
family entertainment. In 
the slight plot, Mrs. Sally 
Adams (Worley) is sent 
to the tiny country of 
Lichtenberg, where she 
is smitten by the elegant 
but impoverished Minis¬ 
ter of Foreign Affairs 
(Georgio Tozzi) and her 
intellectual young aide 
(Michael Magnusen) falls 
for the princess (Bever¬ 
ly Ward). Problem: how 
to deal with a country 
that does NOT want 
money from America! 

The music is Irving 
Berlin. Nothing else needs 
to be said except that 


the rendition of the rather 
over-familiar “You’re 
Not Sick, You’re Just In 
Love” must be seen to 
be believed. 

In this second pro¬ 
duction, the California 
Music Theater has pro¬ 
vided a solid evening of 
fun and relaxation, and 
gives promise of more 
goodies to come, and all 
this at $10 to $35 per 
ticket.

If you enjoy ingen¬ 
ious, small scale musical 
and the kind of human- 
value plots in the French 
art films, you will find 
the Mark Taper Forum’s 
current production pre¬ 
cisely to your taste.

love. She tries to bring 
up her miscellaneous 
brood in their own eth¬ 
nic values, and her re¬ 
lationship to them and to 
the fascinating inhabi¬ 
tants of the apartment 
house where she lives pro¬ 
vides the plot. 

Georgia Brown has 
all the charisma of Roza 
and is brave enough to 
grow old realistically on 
stage. Bob Gunton as a 
trans-sexual brings grace, 
assurance and deep hu¬ 
manity to the role. The 
children are very natural 
and grow older most in¬ 
ventively under the cap¬ 
able direction of Harold 
Prince. 

No special point is 
made in “Roza” except 
admiration and wonder 
at the variety of rela¬ 
tionships within the hu¬ 
man race but it makes 
a very enjoyable and 
imaginative evening.

March’s statewide 
housing affordability in¬ 
dex measured 34 percent,

, Mortgage interest rates

March and asked that an ordinance be made . . . 
We’ve been working under a negative umbrella . . . 
We’ve asked the council to form an ordinance . . . 
If this commission would have been informed 
officially (that this item would be on the agenda) 
we’d have been here en masse.” 

Dane Lenton, chairman of the commission, 
said, “We submitted an ordinance to you, had a 
meeting with City Attorney Martin, had the joint 
meeting. You’re the ones who did nothing.” 

The council had implied that the commission 
had nearly a year to come up with the wording of 
the urgency ordinance that would halt the demoli¬ 
tion of buildings constructed prior to 1930 except 
by Conditional Use Permit. The ordinance became 
effective immediately for a 45-day period. It was 
etended for an additional 120-day period on Jan. 
27, 1987 and was recommended to be extended for an 
additional 120 days to September, 1987. Instead, 
the council extended the ordinance for 60 more 
days, contending that the commission had long 
enough to complete their findings. 

However, on Tuesday the commission mem¬ 
bers tossed the ball back into the council’s court, 
saying the council had dropped the ball and that

In the Community Communications time, 
George Maurer, retired Sierra Madre fireman, said 
he had talked with two attorneys concerning whether 
the City Council could legally use Community Re¬ 
development Agency funds to purchase a fire en¬ 
gine, as they have recently done, and that both 
attorneys said “it was not an item that could be 
purchased with CRA funds.” Instead, they sug¬ 
gested that CRA funds be borrowed and later paid 
back, Maurer explained. 

Maurer said to file an action against the city 
would cost between $2500 and $5000 and that he 
did not have that kind of money even though he 
had been assured he would win the case. 

“The fire chief (Ed Tracy) has come up with 
a suggestion worthy of investigation. It is time to 
put a public service assessment on developers in 
this town. They rip up our streets and use city 
service that they should pay for. This money could 
be put into escrow and we wouldn’t have to look 
at CRA funds for this kind of purchase.” 

Sierra Madre Fire Dept, had requested a four 
wheel Chevolet Blazer as a command car and Coun¬ 
cilman Bruce Crow made the motion to purchase 
the vehicle for a total of $19,119.22, $2119.22 in 
unbudgeted funds plus an additional $158.10 in an 
engine cooler and hubs. 

Ruth Harmon, the new film coordinator hired 
by the Chamber of Commerce, was introduced 
by Oron Kirby, who with his wife, Ruth, formed 
the volunteer duet completing the same coordina¬ 
tion for over a year. 

The council granted the chamber permission to 
coordinate films in the downtown area and in 
residential areas that were used in the same filming. 
They did not allow the chamber to expand totally 
to the residential areas of Sierra Madre, however. 

Cablevision requested acknowledgement of their 
proposal to combine the two basic levels of service, 
basic and super levels, that they say will provide 
both advantages and disadvantages to consumers. 

Sierra Madre Administrator McRea reminded 
the council that under the deregulation of cable 
franchises, the authority of the city is very limited. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai explained this would 
“raise the cost to $15.95 from $9.95 for standard 
service.” This service would eliminate the need 
for a Cablevision Box. Cablevision said that in a 
recent survey they discovered that 83% of the sub¬ 
scribers would prefer to have full use of their own 
hand remote unit. 

Willdan and Associates was chosen as the com¬ 
pany to present design proposals and a review of 
engineering services for the Mariposa Parking Lot 
Improvement Project. This is a preliminary ac¬ 
ceptance.

Why did Van Wi ckle believe it has been “un¬ 
necessarily postponed”? “The only reason is so 
witnesses forget and it will be a less valid trial,” 
Van Wickle answered. “The court-appointed de¬ 
fense attorneys and DA and judge get paid for 
seeing us over and over again,” she charged. 

The Van Wickles also charge that the prose¬ 
cutor has not been prepared. “He has not inter¬ 
viewed a single witness in all this time.” 

Does the family have any philosophical feel¬ 
ings about the reason for this murder of their son 
who was 17 when he died? Andrea Van Wickle 
stated, “1 believe Pugh wanted to be back in jail. 
He screwed up his family and he must believe 
that the only safe place is jail. He was supposed 
to go to work the day he killed my son.” 

The Van Wickles have lived in Sierra Madre 
for 22 years. They have a daughter, Sarah, 20. 

Matt, who was described by his mother as 
“bright, intelligent, caring,” is buried in Sierra 
Madre Pioneer Cemetery.
